Election  bylaws 

According  to  ASBYU  election  bylaws,  it  was  not 
;gal  to  hand  out  the  platforms  at  that  time.  One  of 


them  was  given  to  a  campaign  worker  for  an  oppos¬ 
ing  presidential  team,  who  later  turned  the  paper 
over  to  Miss  Hollingsworth,  Stone  said. 

“We  were  basically  following  advice  from  former 
candidates  who  had  done  the  same  thing,”  Stone 
said.  “We  didn’t  set  out  to  beat  the  system,  and  we 
weren’t  in  willful  violation  of  it.  It  was  a  mistake 
that  we  have  to  accept  the  punishment  for.” 

According  to  Stone,  the  “contract”  which  was 
passed  around  in  the  dorms  was  also  a  mistake, 
handed  out  by  a  “well-intentioned,  but  over¬ 
anxious”  campaign  worker.  “We  didn’t  ask  her  to 
circulate  a  contract  getting  us  window  space  for  our 
posters,”  Stone  says.  “We  are  responsible  for  the 
actions  of  our  workers,  though.” 

Haws  said  he  and  his  running  mate  were  unable 
■  to  obtain  an  elections  information  packet  until  the 
first  rules  meeting.  Because  he  had  served  as 
ASBYU  attorney  general  for  an  entire  school  year, 
he  said,  he  was  confident  about  his  interpretation  of 
the  rules. 

“In  all  the  time  I’d  been  in  office,  though,  I’d 
never  seen  any  of  the  housing  rules  concerning  cam¬ 
paigning,”  Haws  said. 

“The  whole  situation  occurred  because  friends  we 
asked  to  help  us  with  the  campaign  talked  to  their 
friends  — everyone  just  got  a  little  too  anxious  to 
help,”  he  explained.  “We  also  made  the  mistake  of 
assuming  our  workers  were  aware  of  rules  against 
reserving  window  space  and  campaigning  on  Sun¬ 
day.” 

As  soon  as  their  team  was  informed  of  the  viola¬ 
tions,  Haws  said,  they  told  their  campaign  workers 
to  shut  down  the  organization.  “We’re  determined 
to  keep  the  campaign  clean,”  he  added. 

Miss  Hollingsworth  said  Haws  originally  agreed 
that  the  originally  imposed,  24-hour  restriction  on 
campaigning  and  ban  on  all  campaigning  in  “R” 
Hall  of  Deseret  Towers  meted  out  by  the  committee 
was  acceptable,  but  two  days  later  Miss 
Hollingsworth  said  Haws  came  to  inform  her  that 
he  was  going  to  the  housing  authorities  to  ask  for  an 
appeasement  of  the  punishment. 

Haws  said  he  did  talk  to  Lamon  Oviatt,  assistant 
to  the  .director  of  housing,  who  sent  him  back  to  the 
ASBYU  Attorney  General  to  discuss  his  punish¬ 
ments. 

Because  of  what  Griffin  called  a  “misun¬ 
derstanding  of  the  laws,”  the  matter  of  both  teams’ 
violations  were  taken  before  the  Commons  Court. 
“If  we  hadn’t  gone  through  the  Commons  Court  to 
set  punishments,”  Griffin  said,  “the  elections  could 
have  been  completely  invalidated. 

“I’m  glad  that  both  teams  were  agreeable  to  the 
punishments  and  were  able  to  settle  out  of  court.  It 
has  expedited  the  entire  process.” 

Any  violations  by  the  teams  of  the  agreed-upon 
penalties  will  make  the  entire  Commons  Court 
agreement  null  and  void,  Griffin  said.  These 
penalties  will  be  enforced  by  the  Attorney  General's 
Office. 


Spanish  Parliament 


Coup  leaders  give  in 


MADRID,  Spain  (AP)  —  Denounced  by  their  king 
and  most  military  commanders,  rebel  officers  surren¬ 
dered  Tuesday  after  holding  government  leaders  and 
members  of  Parliament  hostage  for  18  hours  in  a 
dramatic  attempt  to  overthrow  Spain’s  fledgling 
democracy. 

Lt.  Col.  Antonio  Tejero  Molina  of  the  paramilitary 
Civil  Guard  gave  up  the  coup  attempt  at  noon  after  a 
night-long  standoff.  Deserted  by  many  of  the  200  men 
who  had  stormed  the  ornate  Spanish  Parliament,  or 
Cortes,  he  agreed  to  give  up. 

Tejero  Molina  asked  to  surrender  in  the  former  office 
of  Spain’s  late  dictator,  Generalissimo  Francisco 
Franco,  but  authorities  ignored  the  request  and  took 
him  to  Civil  Guard  headquarters  in  central  Madrid. 

After  a  late-night  Cabinet  meeting,  the  government 
announced  Tejero  Molina,  15  other  guardsmen,  a  navy 
officer  and  two  army  officers  had  been  placed  under 
arrest. 

Also  arrested  was  Maj.  Gen.  Jaime  Milans  del  Bosch, 
military  commander  of  the  Valencia  district,  who 
declared  a  state  of  emergency  briefly  during  the  revolt 
and  appeared  to  throw  his  support  behind  the  rebels.  He 
was  summoned  to  Madrid  and  charged  with  “repeated 
refusal  to  obey  orders,”  the  government  announcement 
said. 

The  statement  said  that  all  200  rebel  guardsmen 
would  face  charges  and  a  full  investigation  would  be 
launched  into  the  attempted  coup. 

In  Washington,  President  Reagan  telephoned  King 
Juan  Carlos  to  offer  congratulations  on  his  leaderhip  in 
ending  the  crisis,  and  a  State  Department  spokesman 


There  were  no  casualties,  although  Tejero  Molina 
fired  his  heavy  army  pistol  six  times  into  the  air  during 
the  takeover  and  other  rebels  sprayed  the  rotunda  of  the 
Cortes  with  submachine  gun  fire,  raining  down  plaster 
on  the  lawmakers  who  dove  for  cover. 

Tejero  Molina  was  reported  to  have  rejected  an  offer 
of  safe  conduct  out  of  the  country  during  negotiations  to 
end  the  siege.  He  was  quoted  as  saying  just  before  giving 
up,  “I  will  have  to  pay  with  30  or  40  years  in  prison.” 

Government  ministers  and  the  350  members  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  forced  at  gunpoint  to  sit  at  their  desks  through  the 
night,  filed  out  of  the  building  to  cheers  of  “democracy, 
democracy”  from  a  crowd  of  thousands  of  jubilant 
Spaniards. 

“We  were  tranquil,  we  were  calm,  because  calm  is  the 
fundamental  element  in  situations  like  this,”  said 
Deputy  Pedro  Bofill,  his  shirt  rumpled  and  his  tie  askew 
after  the  long  ordeal. 

The  end  really  came  11  hours  earlier  when  King  Juan 
Carlos  went  on  national  television  and  ordered  military 
commanders  to  “take  all  necessary  measures  to  keep  the 
constitutional  order.” 

The  army  obeyed  and  Juan  Carlos  had  passed  the 
most  crucial  test  of  his  five-year  reign. 

Appearing  on  television  in  his  uniform  of  commander 
in  chief  of  the  armed  forces,  the  43-year-old  monarch 
declared,  “the  crown  .  .  .  cannot  tolerate  in  any  form  ac¬ 
tions  or  attitudes  of  persons  who  try  to  interrupt  the 
democratic  process  of  the  constitution.”

structure  is  covered  with  an  air- 
supported  ceiling,  which  is  becom¬ 
ing  popular. 

The  Carrier  Dome,  as  it  is  called, 
is  multi-purpose. 

“Basketball  can  also  be  played  in 
the  dome,”  he  said.  “They  plan  to 
use  it  for  50  major  events  a  year.” 

Browning  said  he  would  like  to  see 
this  alternative  examined  by  ex¬ 
perts. 

“The  BYU  stadium  will  be  used, 
at  the  most,  six  times  during  the 
year,”  Browning  said.  “The  extra 
seats  won’t  be  needed  for  track  or 
other  events.” 

Another  alternative 

Another  alternative  is  building  a 
stadium  at  the  Point  of  the  Moun¬ 
tain  and  sharing  it  with  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Utah.  Richards  said  this 
alternative  is  not  being  considered. 

“The  problems  would  be  the  dis¬ 
tance  to  the  stadium,  coordinating 
schedules  and  maintaining  the 
stadium  at  such  a  great  distance,  in 
addition  to  the  high  cost  of  tearing 
down  the  existing  stadium,”  he 
said. 

The  cost  of  a  stadium  seating  50,- 
000  to  55,000  people  would  be  more 
than  $26  million,  Richards 
estimated. 

Bruce  R,  Dixon,  Of  Dixon  and 
Associates  Architect,  has  been  in¬ 
volved  with  the  stadium  expansion 
since  the  first  hearing.  Since  he  lives 
near  the  Stadium,  Dixon  would  like 
to  see  an  alternate  site  chosen  in¬ 
stead  of  adding  to  the  present  struc¬ 
ture. 

“I’m  interested  in  coming  up  with 
positive,  constructive  ideas  instead 
of  negative,”  Dixon  said.  “I  think 
the  stadium  can  be  of  more  use  if  it 
is  shared  by  University  of  Utah, 
BYU  and  pro  teams  which  may 
come  into  the  area  in  the  future.” 

Numerous  advantages 

Dixon  said  the  advantages  to 
building  a  stadium  at  the  Point  of 
the  Mountain  are  numerous. 

“There  is  a  lot  of  space,  there 
would  be  adequate  parking  area  and 
the  structure  would  not  be  out  of 
scale  with  the  neighborhood,”  he 
said.  “The  stadium  could  be  con¬ 
structed  of  concrete  so  it  would  be 
fireproof  and  would  require  less 
maintenance.  There  wouldn’t  be  a 

Problem  with  congested  traffic  in 
rovo  after  the  games.” 

Problems  could  be  easily  ironed 


out,  Dixon  said. 

Dixon  estimated  a  stadium  built 
mostly  of  concrete  would  cost  less 
than  $18  million.  “The  cost  woulld 
be  less  to  each  school  because  it 
would  be  shared,”  he  said.  The 
stadium  could  be  constructed 
similarly  to  the  Syracuse  stadium, 
except  it  would  not  be  covered,  sav¬ 
ing  $9  million,  he  said. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  na¬ 
tion’s  governors  formally  endorsed 
President  Reagan’s  budget-cutting 
efforts  on  Tuesday,  but  declared 
they  will  “vigorously  oppose”  any 
attempt  to  force  state  and  local 
governments  to  pick  up  the  costs  for 
programs  like  welfare  and  medical 
care  for  the  poor. 

Meanwhile,  House  Democrats  re¬ 
jected  as  “jelly-bean  talk”  Reagan’s 
claims  for  his  economic  program, 
and  vowed  his  tax-cut  plans  will  be 
reshaped  by  Congress. 

“The  legislation  we  fashion  will 
be  our  product,”  Rep.  Dan 
Rostenkowski,  D-Ill.,  chairman  of 
the  House  Ways  and  Means- Com¬ 
mittee,  told  Treasury  Secretary 
Donald  T.  Regan.  “The  way  certain 
tax  cuts  (proposed  by  the  president) 
are  structured,  are  sure  to  be 
changed.” 

Closing  the  winter  meeting  of  the 
National  Governors  Association,  the 
state  executives  declared  they 
“share  the  president’s  concern 
about  the  high  inflation,  high  unem¬ 
ployment,  and  low  productivity  that 
afflict  the  nation’s  economy.  ...” 

But  the  goal  they  don’t  share,  the 
governors  stressed,  is  Reagan’s  hope 
of  eventually  eliminating  welfare  — 
along  with  the  tax  sources  to  pay  for 
it  — -  from  federal  responsibility. 

“We  will  vigorously  oppose  any 
attempts  to  shift  costs  to  state  and 
local  taxpayers,”  the  resolution 
said.  And  the  governors  added  they 
would  oppose  any  element  in  the 
presidential  program  which  im¬ 
posed  an  “unfair  and  dispropor¬ 
tionate  burden  on  the  poor.” 

During  a  House  committee 
meeting,  Regan  listened  calmly  to 
Rostenkowski’s  statement  and  to  a 
characterization  by  Rep.  J.J. 


Pickle,  D-Texas,  of  the  administra¬ 
tion’s  economic^  forecasts  as  “jelly¬ 
bean  talk.” 

But  he  bristled  when  Rep.  Tom 
Downey,  D-N.Y.,  charged  that  the 
program  is  supported  only  by 
“hallucinogenic”  and  “threadbare 
evidence.” 

“I  resent  that,”  Regan  retorted. 

The  president  predicts  his 
economic  program  would  cut  infla¬ 
tion  in  half  and  create  10  million 
jobs  by  1986.  Many  private 
economists  consider  that  forecast 
overly  optimistic. 

Civil  rights  case 


Reagan’s  plan  for  a  30  percent 
reduction  in  individual  tax  rates 
over  three  years  is  under  attack 
because  few  of  the  benefits  would  go 
directly  to  low-income  Americans, 
and  for  fear  that  a  commitment  now 
to  a  long-term  tax  cut  would  worsen 
inflation. 

In  the  Senate,  work  began  on 
Reagan’s  plans  to  slash  federal 
spending.  Leaders  of  the  Budget 
Committee  introduced  a  resolution  • 
calling  for  $125.9  billion  in  spending 
cuts  —  Reagan’s  target  —  over  the 
next  three  years. 


Witnesses  testify 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  An 
eyewitness  testified  Tuesday  he  saw 
a  man  get  out  of  a  dark  Chevrolet 
Camaro  and  fire  what  appeared  to 
be  a  bolt-action  rifle  into  the  street 
where  two  black  Salt  Lake  City 
joggers  fell  from  a  sniper’s  bullets. 

The  testimony  came  in  the  second 
day  of  the  federal  trial  of  Joseph 
Paul  Franklin,  charged  with 
violating  the  civil  rights  of  Ted 
Fields,  18,  and  David  Martin,  20,  by 
shootjng  them  as  they  left  a  city 
park. 

Franklin,  30,  an  avowed  racist 
who  also  faces  state  murder  charges 
in  the  double  slaying,  was  driving  a 
brown  Camaro  when  he  was 
arrested  in  Kentucky  last  Septem¬ 
ber. 

Eyewitnesses  to  the  shooting  and 
its  aftermath  described  their  efforts 
to  revive  the  dying  men  as  they  lay 
bleeding  in  a  crosswalk. 


One  of  them,  Clarence  A. 
Levingston  Jr.,  said  he  was  driving 
by  when  the  joggers  fell,  and  he 
pulled  his  car  in  front  of  them  in  an 
effort  to  shield  them  from  the 
bullets. 

“The  shooting  started  again  and  I 
took  cover  behind  the  engine  of  the 
car,”  he  testified.  “The  first  boy  was 
laying  there  face  down.  The  second 
boy  tried  to  push  himself  up  and 
every  time  he  would,  he’d  get  shot 
again  and  he’d  shake  and  go  down. 
The  first  boy  shot  —  he  didn’t 
move.”'. 

The  prosecution’s  key  witness  for 
the  day,  Gary  Spicer,  lived  next  to 
the  vacant  lot  where  police  found 
spent  bullet  casings. 

He  testified  he  saw  a  dark 
Camaro  move  down  a  sidewalk  and 
halt  in  a  vacant  lot  near  the  inter¬ 
section. 


Part-time  karate  gives  lawyer  his  kicks

Most  lawyers  play  handball, 
tennis,  golf  or  basketball  for  exercise 
and  to  get  away  from  daily 
pressures.  Byron  Crookston  gets  his 
exercise  as  a  part-time  black-belt 
instructor  at  BYU. 

Crookston,  who  officially  started 
karate  in  1964,  teaches  karate  14 
hours  a  week  at  BYU,  along  with 
working  40  hours  a  week  in  his 
private  law  practice.  He  is  also  a 
part-time  prosecutor  for  Provo  City. 

Even  though  Crookston  has  been 
actively  engaged  in  karate  for  over 
16  years,  he  says  there  is  still  much 
to  learn.  “I  finally  realized  I  have 
just  barely  started  learning,”  he 
said. 

He  said  a  person  can  probe  karate 
as  deeply  as  he  wants  but  never 
plumb  its  depth. 

People  take  karate  for  many 
reasons,  Crookston  said.  Most  stu¬ 
dents  take  the  class  as  a  novelty  or 
for  self-defense,  he  said. 

Janine  Sorensen,  a  freshman  ma¬ 
joring  in  business,  said,  “Since  tak¬ 
ing  this  karate  class  I  feel  better 
about  myself  and  have  more  con¬ 
fidence.  Karate  also  tightens  up 
your  muscles. 

“Byron  is  very  helpful  and 
patient,”  she  added. 

Crookston  has  received  most  of 
his  education  from  BYU.  He 
graduated  with  a  bachelor’s  degree 
in  1973,  received  his  master’s  degree 
summa  cum  laude  in  1975,  and 
received  a  law  degree  in  1979. 

Crookston,  who  is  only  5  feet  7  in¬ 
ches  and  125  pounds,  says  he  feels 
karate  is  taught  at  BYU  in  a  very 
unique  way. 

“We  teach  karate  as  a  martial  art, 
not  just  as  a  sport,”  he  said.  “We 
are  very  regimented  and  traditional 
in  the  class.

“A  lot  of  students  say  they  get  a 
lot  more  out  of  the  class  than  they 
thought  they  would,”  said 
Crookston.  “The  class  helps  one 
face  himself,  and  that  is  the  real  op¬ 
ponent.” 

He  said  he  feels  one  semester  can 
help  a  person  overcome  shock  or 


astonishment  when  encountering  a 
tough  situation.  “We  want  the  flight 
or  fight  instinct  to  become  natural.” 

Crookston  said  that  unfor¬ 
tunately,  karate  has  been  commer¬ 
cialized.  He  said  this  has  lessened 
karate’s  credibility  and  given  people 
wrong  imprijfeions. 

He  said  t®  Japanese  feel  the  ul¬ 


timate  aim  of  Karate-Do  is  to 
become  a  gentleman  of  high  charac¬ 
ter. 

“If  somebody  takes  karate  train¬ 
ing  just  to  fight,  it  is  a  waste  of 
time,”  Crookston  said.  “The  ul¬ 
timate  reason  for  karate  is  self- 
perfection.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  What  would  you  do  with  the  bounty  from  a 
10  percent  reduction  in  federal  tax  rates? 


Spend  it?  Invest  it?  Line  the  birdcage  with  it? 

The  administration  doesn’t  particularly  care,  so  long  as  taxpayers 
are  motivated  by  three  years’  worth  of  tax  reductions  to  work  longer 
and  harder  and  save  more  of  their  overall  earnings. 

The  success  of  President  Reagan’s  economic  strategy  depends  on  a 
dramatic  shift  in  work  and  investment  habits,  particufarily  for  higher 
income  Americans. 

Reagan  has  proposed  a  30  percent  reduction  in  tax  rates,  over  three 
years  beginning  July  1,  to  effect  this  shift.  It  would  be  worth  about  $1,- 
500  over  that  period  for  a  family  of  four  with  an  annual  income  of  about 
$20,000. 

Many  private  economists  believe  taxpayers  will  simply  spend  the  tax 
savings,  maintain  current  levels  of  productivity,  and  the  result  will  be 
more  inflation. 

Currently,  an  average  American  family  saves  just  over  a  nickel  out  of 
every  dollar  of  after-tax  income.  The  administration  believes  this  sav¬ 
ings  rate  will  reach  7  cents  to  9  cents  by  1984  under  Reagan’s  tax  plan.

Anti-crime  effort 
needs  'watchers' 
for  neighborhoods 

In  an  effort  to  deter  crime,  the  Provo  police 
have  tried  to  organize  a  neighborhood  crime 
watch,  but  no  one  seems  to  want  to  “watch.” 

The  Orem  police  have  tried  to  organize  a 
■  similar  anti-crime  system,  but  the  public  has  not 
responded,  according ,  to  Garry  Guymon,  a 
specialist  for  the  Orem  police. 

“What  the  program  amounts  to  is  watching  out 
for  your  neighbor’s  property,”  said  Lt.  Duane 
Fraser,  director  of  administrative  services  for  the 
Provo  police.  “And  if  he  sees  something 
suspicious  he’ll  call  the  police.” 

The  silent  motto  of  the  program  is  “If  I  don’t 
call  the  police,  my  neighbor  will,”  Fraser  said. 

“It’s  additional  eyes  and  ears  for  us,”  he  said. 
“In  high-density  areas,  with  so  many  people  com¬ 
ing  and  going,  we  don’t  know  who  belongs  and 
who  doesn’t.” 

Fraser  said  the  key  to  the  program  is  citizen 
participation.  “Without  this,  the  whole  system  is 
useless.” 

Fraser  blamed  apathy  for  the  lack  of  citizen  in¬ 
volvement.  Most  people  do  not  get  involved  until 
they  become  a  victim,  he  said. 

A  study  from  police  in  West  Jordan  showed  a 
63  percent  decrease  in  crime  from  1975-1977  after 
starting  the  neighborhood  watch  program. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  “deter 
problems  actually  happening,”  Fraser  said. 

The  Orem  Police  has  had  its  program  for  two 
years,  but  “no  one  has  taken  us  up  on  it  yet,” 
Guymon  said.

The  retreat  will  also 
feature  a  flag  ceremony 
beginning  at  5  p.m.  and 
the  “Footprints  of 
Freedom,”  a  ROTC- 
sponsored  singing 
group.

Deadline  for 
history  papers 
to  be  March  10 

The  deadline  for  students  to  submit  papers  for 
the  fifth  annual  Symposium  on  the  History  of  Art 
is  March  10,  said  the  symposium’s  director,  Mar¬ 
tin  Raish. 

The  symposium  will  take  place  March  31,  and 
is  sponsored  by  the  Art  History  Association  of 
BYU  in  conjunction  with  the  Mormon  Festival  of 
Arts  and  Art  History  Week. 

The  contest  is  open  to  full-time  students,  both 
in  and  out  of  the  art  history  field,  but  they  must 
be  members  of  the  Art  History  Association  to 
qualify  for  an  award. 

Cash  prizes  of  $150  for  first  place,  $100  for 
second  place  and  $75  for  third  place  will  be  of¬ 
fered  by  the  association,  as  well  as  three 
honorable  mention  awards  of  $25.  Winning  en¬ 
tries  will  also  be  sumitted  to  Century  II  Magazine 
for  publication,  said  Raish. 

Raish  said  the  papers  may  be  written  on  any 
subject  concerning  the  history  of  art,  and  must 
meet  strict  restrictions. 

“Papers  must  conform  to  an  accepted  format 
with  respect  to  footnotes  and  bibliography.  They 
must  be  typed  and  securely  bound,  and  must  in¬ 
clude  visual  materials,  said  Raish. 

“These  (visual  materials)  may  be  in  the  form 
of  slides,  photocopies,  drawings  or  other  media 
except  pictures  cut  from  books,”  said  Raish. 

The  requirements  of  the  symposium  also  in¬ 
clude  an  oral  presentation  which  is  not  to  exceed 
20  minutes,  Raish  said.  Written  papers  should  be 
no  longer  than  12  pages. 

Local  water  outlook 
stays  below  normal 

The  water  supply  outlook  is  below  average,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Saren  Sabey  of  the  department’s  field  office 
said  Utah  County  has  48  percent  of  its  normal 
water  supply.  The  figure  is  based  on  measure¬ 
ments  taken  at  various  points  in  the  county  and 
compared  to  a  15-year  average. 

“As  of  Feb.  20,  Clear  Creek  had  44  percent; 
Timpanogos,  62  percent;  and  Payson  Ranger  Sta¬ 
tion,  37  percent,”  Sabey  said.  “That  figures  out 
to  48  percent  of  normal,  which  means  there  could 
be  some  water  shortage.” 

In  1977,  when  Utahns  experienced  a  serious 
water  shortage,  storage  was  34  percent  of  normal. 

According  to  Agriculture  Department  figures, 
snow  coverage  for  the  Timpanogos  Divide  is  54 
percent  of  normal.  Precipitation. is  77  percent  of 
normal. 

Reservoir  storage  is  near  average  at  Deer  Creek 
and  above  average  at  Strawberry  and  Utah  Lake.

Management  wants 


clubs  losing  what  it 
terms  a  “premier”  free 
agent  to  be  compen¬ 
sated  with  a 
professional  player 
from  the  free  agent’s 
new  team.  The  union 
claims  that  will  place 
unreasonable  restric¬ 
tion  on  the  bargaining 
power  of  free  agents.

in  top  20  poll

BYU’s  two  weekend  victories  boosted  it  two 
notches  to  15th  in  the  Associated  Press  college 
basketball  poll.  Likewise,  Utah  climbed  from  the 
ninth  to  the  seventh  slot. 

Ralph  Miller’s  Oregon  State  Beavers  are  No.l 
again,  but  defending  national  champion 
Louisville  has  regained  something  equally  as  im¬ 
portant  —  consistency. 

Oregon  State,  ranked  second  a  week  ago,  grab¬ 
bed  the  top  position  in  The  Associated  Press 
college  basketball  poll  Tuesday  as  Virginia,  top 
ranked  last  week  when  it  was  upset  by  Notre 
DameJ  slipped  to  No. 3  behind  runnerup 
Louisiana  State. 

“They’re  doing  a  pretty  good  job  of  ap¬ 
proaching  each  game  as  a  separate  challenge,” 
Miller  said  before  the  Beavers’  raised  their  record 
to  23-0  with  a  89-63  thrashing  of  Washington 
Monday  night. 

“The  intensity  is  staying  about  the  same  game 
after  game,”  Miller  added. 

And  that’s  something  Denny  Crum’s  20th- 
ranked  Louisville  team  lacked  earlier  this  season. 
The  Cardinals  got  off  to  a  2-7  start  despite  having 
four  returning  starters  from  last  year’s  team.  But 
things  started  falling  in  place. 

“We  haven’t  let  up  in  the  last  14  or  15  games,” 
said  Crum,  whose  team  Won  its  last  11  games  and 
15  of  its  last  .16  games. 

And  that  could  spell  trouble  for  everybody 
when  the  NCAA  tournament  starts  in  just  over 
two  weeks. 

Oregon  State,  the  only  major  unbeaten  college 
team,  got  54  of  60  first-place  votes  and  1,193  of  a 
possible  1,200  points  in  the  nationwide  balloting 
by  a  panel  of  sports  writers  and  broadcasters. 
The  Beavers  were  replaced  in  the  No.l  slot  by 
Virginia  three  weeks  ago  after  holding  the  top 
spot  alone  for  two  weeks  and  sharing  it  with  the 
Cavaliers  during  a  third. 

LSU,  which  now  holds  the  nation’s  longest  ma¬ 
jor  winning  streak  at  25,  jumped  two  notches  to 
No.  2.  The  Tigers,  26-1,  garnered  four  first-place 
votes  and  1,087  points  in  edging  both  Virginia 
and  fourth-place  DePaul. 

Virginia,  which  saw  its  28-game  winning  streak 
shattered  by  Notre  Dame,  57-56,  Tast  Sunday, 
was  tabbed  No.l  by  one  voter  and  picked  up'  1,- 
079  points.  DePaul,  24-1  after  a  89-64  victory  over 
Butler  Monday,  dropped  a  notch  to  fourth,  five 
points  farther  back  and  with  the  final  first-place 
vote. 

Arizona  State,  No.7  a  week  ago,  claimed  No.5 
with  856  points  —  25  more  than  Notre  Dame, 
which  leaped  five  places  following  its  upset  of 
Virginia. 

Utah,  ranked  ninth  last  week,  edged  both  Iowa 
and  Kentucky  for  the  No.7  slot  with  739  points. 
The  Hawkeyes  had  725  points  for  eighth,  10  more 
than  the  Wildcats. 

Wake  Forest,  UCLA  and  Tennessee,  took  the 
biggest  falls  this  week. 

The  Deacons,  upset  by  Clemson  and  then  by 
No.20  Maryland  last  week,  fell  from  fifth  to  12th. 
UCLA,  surprised  by  Stanford  last  Saturday 
plunged  from  No.6  to  13.  The  Volunteers,  a  one- 
point  loser  to  LSU  last  Saturday,  slipped  from 
seventh  to  No.  10  with  715  points. 

North  Carolina  headed  the  Second  10,  followed 
by  Wake  Forest,  UCLA,  Illinois,  Brigham  Young, 
Indiana,  Maryland,  Arkansas,  Wichita  State  and 
Louisville,  an  absentee  from  the  ranking  for  nine 
weeks. 

Arkansas,  missing  from  the  Top  20  for  eight 
weeks,  also  returned  to  the  list.  Michigan  and 
Lamar  both  dropped  out  of  the  poll.
